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To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly 

of  the  ‘State  of  Ohio: 

The  undersigned,  Directors  of  the  Ohio  Penitentiary,  in  sub¬ 
mitting  their  annual  report  of  the  operations  of  the  institution 
for  the  year  ending  November  30th,  1841,  would  respectfully 
remark,  that  the  earnings  of  the  institution,  for  the  past  year, 
arc  fully  equal  to  what  might  have  been  anticipated  from  the 
general  depression  of  prices  and  embarrassment  of  business.  It 
will  be  seen,  by  the  report  of  the  Warden,  hereto  appended,  that 
the  total  earnings  during  the  year,  over  and  above  the  expenses, 
have  been  §'18,331  78.  To  this  should  be  added,  the  amount 
paid  for  new  engine,  fixtures,  &c.,  amounting  to  $ 3,565  544, 
that  amount  being  charged  with  the  ordinary  expenses,  where  it 
does  not  properly  belong,  and  would  make  the  total  earnings, 
over  and  above  the  ordinary  expenses,  §21,897  324.  There 
should  also  be  added,  3,463  days  of  lost  time,  for  want  of  em¬ 
ployment,  which,  at  374  cents  per  day,  would  make  §1,298  624. 
This  amount  of  labor  was  lost  during  last  spring  and  the  early 
partof  the  summer;  and,  to  obviate  like  difficulties,  which  might 
arise  hereafter,  the  contract  with  Hall  and  Jenkins  was  entered 
into,  and  some  of  the  former  contracts  enlarged. 

There  are  now  confined  in  the  prison,  480  convicts.  The 
number  of  convictions  during  the  past  year,  has  been  121 ;  being 
a  decrease,  from  that  of  1840,  of  16.  The  number  of  convic¬ 
tions  during  the  year  ending  November  30th,  1837,  was  145;  in 
1838,  155;  in  1839,  172;  in  1840,  137;  in  1841,  121.  Many  of 
the  convictions  which  occurred  during  the  three  former  years, 
were  of  those  who  had  formerly  been  inmates  of  the  old  prison. 
It  is  gratifying  that,  but  few  convicts  who  have  once  been  con¬ 
fined  in  the  present  institution,  have  been  convicted  and  return¬ 
ed  to  the  prison  a  second  time,  which  shows,  conclusively,  the 
salutary  effect  the  discipline  adopted  in  the  institution  is  exer¬ 
cising  upon  those  who  are,  and  have  been,  its  inmates. 

The  health  of  the  prison,  during  the  past  year,  has  not  been 
so  good  as  that  of  the  year  preceding.  The  number  of  deaths 
has  been  thirteen,  principally  of  old  chronic  diseases.  The  reports 
of  the  physicians,  hereto  attached,  will  show  the  state  of  health 
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during  the  various  portions  of  the  year.  The  report,  commenc¬ 
ing  on  the  first  day  of  December,  1840,  and  ending  on  the  16th 
of  June,  1841,  has  been  taken  from  the  hospital  books  kept  by 
Dr.  P.  Sisson,  who  was  physician  to  the  prison  during  that  pe¬ 
riod,  and  who  has  made  no  report  officially.  The  report  of  Dr. 
Irons  embraces  the  balance  of  the  year. 

An  unfortunate  occurrence  took  place  in  the  prison  on  the  9th 
of  June  last.  A  prisoner  named  Clark,  sentenced  from  the 
county  of  Scioto,  wantonly  and  inhumanly  murdered  a  young 
man  named  Sells,  who  was  a  guard  in  the  stone  shop.  Clark 
was  indicted,  at  the  July  term  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of 
Franklin  county,  for  murder  in  the  first  degree.  He  elected  to 
be  tried  in  the  supreme  court,  and  at  the  last  term  his  cause  was 
continued.  Clark  is  now,  and  has  been,  since  he  was  indicted, 
confined  in  jail  in  the  county  of  Franklin,  by  order  of  the  court. 
The  statute  of  our  state  makes  no  provision  for  trying  convicts  in 
the  Penitentiary  for  offences  committed  while  there.  As  to  their 
being  amenable  to  the  laws,  for  offences  committed  under  such 
circumstances,  there  can  be  no  doubt.  But  should  the  individu¬ 
al  thus  charged,  be  acquitted,  a  question  might  arise  whether  he 
could  be  remanded  to  the  penitentiary,  and,  if  so,  whether  he 
would  be  chargeable  with  the  lost  time  while  in  jail.  It  would, 
therefore,  seem  that  some  legislative  action  would  be  necessary 
on  this  subject. 

During  the  summer  and  fall,  a  new  shop  has  been  erected  on 
the  ground  formerly  occupied  by  the  cooper  shop,  on  the  north 
side  of  the  yard;  a  substantial  brick  structure,  one  hundred  and 
sixty  feet  long,  forty  five  feet  wide,  and  two  stories  high.  There 
has  also  been  placed  in  the  new  shop,  on  the  west  side  of  the 
yard,  a  new  steam  engine  of  sixty  six  horse  power.  About  one 
half  of  the  power  has  been  rented  to  contractors,  and  it  is  in 
contemplation  to  attach  the  corn  mill  of  the  prison  to  it.  There 
is  also  attached  to  the  engine,  leaden  pipes,  which  extend  to  the 
Scioto  river,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  engine  with  water, 
and  also  a  protection  against  fire,  and  which  can,  in  that  event, 
be  used  to  great  advantage.  There  has  also  been  erected  a  bath 
house,  for  the  use  of  the  prisoners,  which  is  not  entirely  com¬ 
pleted,  and  which  is  considered  by  the  physician,  to  be  indispen¬ 
sably  necessary  to  the  health  and  cleanliness  of  the  men  during 
the  warm  season.  It  was  also  found  necessary  to  construct  a 
wall  in  the  rear  of  the  female  prison,  extending  from  the  outer 
wall  of  the  yard  across  to  the  hospital,  so  as  effectually  to  ex¬ 
clude  all  communication  to  and  from  the  yard;  and, also, an  inner 
wall,  in  front  of  the  gateway  at  the  west  end  of  the  prison,  so 
as  to  guard  against  the  possibility  of  escape  by  mutiny  or  other¬ 
wise.  These  improvements  are  substantial  and  permanent,  and 


such  as  the  interest  of  the  institution  require.  It  is  anticipated, 
with  certainty,  that  full  employment  can  be  found  for  all  the  con. 
victs  during  the  coming  year.  There  might  at  this  time  be  from 
fifty  to  one  hundred  hands  employed  more  than  are  now  in  the 
prison. 

Having  for  the  last  two  years  been  impressed  with  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  adopting  some  more  economical  mode  of  procuring  stone, 
and,  also,  fuel  for  the  prison,  we  have  procured  the  survey  of 
two  routes  for  a  railroad.  The  report  of  the  engineer  is  hereto 
attached,  and  the  map  and  profile  of  the  survey  is  on  file  in  the 
penitentiary  office;  to  which  report  and  survey  the  attention  of 
the  legislature  is  respectfully  invited.  We  would,  however,  sug¬ 
gest,  that  should  a  railroad  ever  be  constructed,  that  the  con¬ 
templated  route  to  the  Renick  quarry  is  much  preferable  to  the 
other.  It  will  be  seen,  by  the  report  of  Mr.  Stockton,  the  en¬ 
gineer,  above  referred  to,  that  a  railroad  on  that  route  would  in¬ 
tersect  the  quarry  about  three  miles  from  the  prison.  The  stone 
procured  at  that  quarry  is  of  a  much  better  quality  and  more 
easily  obtained  than  at  Sullivan’s;  and  it  communicates  with  a 
section  of  country  abounding  with  timber,  which  can  be  procured 
for  fuel  at  a  cheap  rate.  It  is  also  ascertained  from  experience, 
that  it  costs  the  institution  more  to  cut  their  fuel  by  the  convicts, 
than  to  hire  it  performed  by  free  labor.  We  are  also  of  opinion, 
that  a  road  can  be  constructed,  to  answer  all  the  purposes  for 
which  it  is  intended  to  be  used,  on  a  much  cheaper  plan  than 
that  proposed  by  the  report  of  the  engineer.  Should  the  legisla¬ 
ture  deem  it  advisable  to  construct  such  a  road,  at  this  time, no 
appropriation  would  be  required  at  their  hands,  other  than  to  ap¬ 
ply  the  surplus  labor  and  means  of  the  institution  to  that  object. 

Much  complaint  has  occasionally  been  made  in  consequence 
of  prison  labor  coming  in  competition  with  the  mechanical  labor 
of  the  state.  This  is  a  subject,  we  are  well  aware,  that  has  excited 
much  discussion  in  some  places,  and  it  would  seem  to  be  proper 
that  we  should  state  a  few  facts  in  connection  therewith. 

We  have  taken  some  trouble  to  ascertain  the  effect  which  it 
really  has,  so  far  as  our  limited  means  enable  us  so  to  do.  Messrs. 
P.  Hayden,  &  Co.,  have  in  their  employ  at  this  time,  about  one 
hundred  and  fifty  hands.  The  amount  of  goods  manufactured 
by  them,  is  about  $75,000  per  annum;  about  three  fourths  of 
which  amount,  is  made  up  of  stirrups,  bitts,  buckles,  &c.,  &c., 
which  are  not  manufactured  to  any  extent  in  this  country,  but 
are  chiefly  imported  from  Europe.  Mr.  H.  has  about  thirty 
hands  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  saddle  trees;  the  balance 
on  hard  ware.  He  formerly  employed  about  seventy  five  in  that 
branch  of  business,  but  owing  to  the  reduced  prices  at  which 
other  manufacturers  in  the  neighborhood  of  Cincinnati  are  sell- 
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ing  them,  (uniformly  one  dollar  per  dozen  less  than  Hayden,)  he 
has  been  compelled  to  reduce  his  business,  or  come  down  to  the 
prices  of  others,  which  he  could  not  afford  to  do.  He  intends 
during  the  next  year,  to  employ  near  two  huudred  convicts  in 
manufacturing  hardware,  although  he  has  a  rich  English  house  to 
contend  with;  one  of  the  firm  living  in  England  and  the  other 
in  Cincinnati,  who  have  nearly  three  hundred  hands  at  work, 
making  the  same  kind  of  goods  as  those  manufactured  by  him, 
which  are  sent  direct  to  Cincinnati.  They  boast  that  they  can 
undersell  him,  even  should  he  get  his  hands  at  20  cents  per  day. 
These  facts  can  be  established  by  letters  from  that  house,  now 
in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Hayden.  Thus,  it  will  be  seen, that  he 
is  competing  with  foreign  manufacturers,  and  not  with  the  me¬ 
chanics  of  our  own  country.  There  are  about  thirty  shoema¬ 
kers  employed  on  the  contract  of  Messrs.  Kimball  and  Jones. 
The  gross  amount  of  work  manufactured  by  them  per  annum, 
we  are  unable  to  state  with  any  degree  of  precision;  but  one 
thing  is  certain,  that  it  does  not  amount  to  one  tenth  of  the  work 
imported  into  the  city  of  Columbus  from  the  east,  and  a  consid¬ 
erable  part  of  which  importation,  we  are  warranted  in  saying, is 
made  in  eastern  prisons. 

There  are  in  the  employ  of  Messrs.  Hall  and  Jenkins,  some 
thirty  or  forty  convicts  at  tool  making  and  cabinet  work.  Tools, 
such  as  manufactured  by  them,  are  not  made  in  the  state,  so  far 
as  we  are  advised,  but  have  been  principally  supplied  from  the 
Auburn  prison,  in  the  state  of  New  York.  Since  they  com¬ 
menced  their  cabinet  work,  they  have  made  about  one  third  as 
much  of  the  same  description  of  furniture,  as  has  been  imported 
into  the  city  of  Columbus  from  New  York,  during  that  period. 
There  are  employed,  under  the  contract  of  A.  H.  Pinnev,  in 
coopering,  about  sixty  hands.  Mr.  P.  has  invariably  sold  his 
work  at  much  higher  prices  than  the  coopers  in  this  section  of 
the  country,  and  has  sold  no  work  of  any  consequence  at  Co¬ 
lumbus  within  the  last  year,  for  the  reason,  that  he  could  not  af¬ 
ford  to  sell  at  the  prices  at  which  others  would  furnish  it,  and 
has,  therefore,  been  compelled  to  seek  another  market.  The 
principal  part  of  his  work  is  now  sold  at  Circleville,  and  at  as 
high  prices  as  the  coopers  at  that  place  sell  for.  From  all  the 
facts  within  our  knowledge,  we  are  inclined  to  think,  that  much 
of  the  injury  complained  of  is  imaginary.  And  in  saying  this, 
we  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  attempting  to  justify,  in  any 
way  whatever,  the  competition  of  prison  labor  with  that  of  the 
mechanics  of  our  state;  but,  on  the  contrary,  we  would  gladly 
do  any  thing  in  our  power  to  prevent  such  an  occurrence.  Our 
great  object  has  been  to  avoid,  so  far  as  possible,  engaging  in 
business  that  would  do  so,  and  to  employ  the  men  at  such  busi- 
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ness  as  was  not  carried  on  in  the  country;  but  it  is  found  to  be  a 
very  difficult  matter,  if  not  impossible,  to  so  employ  the  whole 
of  them.  The  law  for  the  regulation  of  the  prison,  requires 
that  they  should  be  kept  at  labor,  and,  consequently,  must  be  em¬ 
ployed  at  something. 

In  our  report  of  December,  1840,  we  called  the  attention  of 
the  legislature  to  the  fact,  that  we  had  dispensed  with  the  services 
of  a  chaplain  at  the  prison.  Since  that  time,  none  has  been  era- 
ployed.  We  have  received  a  communication  from  the  Rev.  Sam¬ 
uel  F.  Mills,  on  that  subject.  Mr.  M.  has  for  some  time  past 
been  gratuitously  officiating  as  chaplain.  We  have,  however, 
made  an  appropriation  of  one  hundred  dollars,  since  the  perform¬ 
ance  of  the  services  by  him,  being  unwilling  that  they  should  go 
entirely  unrewarded.  We  refrain  from  giving  any  opinion  as  to 
the  propriety  of  employing  an  individual  in  that  capacity.  W© 
consider  it  a  matter  entirely  with  the  legislature,  and  that  we 
have  no  discretion;  and  we  are  not  disposed  to  make  any  ap¬ 
pointment  without  being  expressly  directed  by  law. 

We  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  law  provid¬ 
ing  for  the  payment  of  the  costs  of  conviction  and  transportation 
of  prisoners.  We  are  inclined  to  believe,  that  much  injustice  is 
frequently  done  to  the  state  in  this  particular,  and  in  none  more 
so  than  in  cases  of  writs  of  error.  It  frequently  happens,  that 
individuals  are  brought  to  prison,  when  very  heavy  bills  of  cost 
are  required  to  be  paid  by  the  state,  and  in  a  few  days  the  su¬ 
preme  court  directs  the  Warden  to  return  them  to  the  county 
from  which  they  were  sent.  Thus,  in  the  first  instance,  com¬ 
pelling  the  state  to  pay  a  heavy  bill  of  costs,  and  then  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  returning  them  to  the  proper  county,  which  is  an  entire 
loss.  We  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  requiring  the  county  to 
pay  the  costs  in  such  cases.

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PHYSICIAN’S  REPORT, 


CONTINUED. 


To  the  Directors,  <§-c. 


Gentlemen: — In  the  following  table  will  be  shown  the  general 
health  of  the  institution,  and  the  character  of  the  diseases,  from  the 
16th  of  June  last  to  the  present  date,  embracing  the  time  1  have  had 
charge  of  the  hospital,  and  also,  showing  the  time  lost  by  the  convicts. 

About  the  last  of  June,  dysentery  made  its  appearance  in  the  prison, 
and  continued  more  or  less  violent  until  the  first  of  September,  when 
it  disappeared  entirely,  during  which  time,  there  was  scarcely  an  in¬ 
dividual  in  the  institution  that  was  not  affected,  more  or  less,  with  the 
premonitory  symptoms.  There  were,  generally,  from  twenty  to 
twenty-five  daily  applicants  for  medical  aid,  exclusive  of  those  that 
were  admitted.  There  were  many  that  spent,  from  one  to  three  days 
in  the  hospital  that  do  not  appear  in  this  report.  We  seldom  admitted 
an  individual  unless  it  was  absolutely  necessary. 

There  is,  at  present,  one  individual  laboring  under  mental  derange¬ 
ment,  but  such  is  the  situation  of  the  hospital,  that  such  cannot  receive 
that  treatment  that  would  be  necessary  to  restore  them  to  reason. 

It  is  well  known  to  all  those  who  have  charge  of  the  insane,  that 
the  most  mild  and  gentle  means  should  be  made  use  of  toward  persons 
laboring  under  mental  derangement;  and  any  thing  like  severity  or 
coercion  only  tends  to  aggravate,  rather  than  alleviate,  their  suffer¬ 
ings. 

It  therefore  appears  to  me  indispensably  necessary  that  some  place 
should  be  provided  for  the  treatment  of  those  who  may  become  insane 
in  this  institution. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  adding  my  testimony  in  favor  of 
the  excellent  manner  in  which  this  institution  is  managed  by  its  pres¬ 
ent  most  worthy  Warden;  and  I  trust  it  may  long  enjoy  the  benefit  of 
his  supervision,  and  the  attendance  of  its  urbane  and  gentlemanly  of¬ 
ficers.

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STOCKTON’S  REPORT. 


Columbus,  December  9,  1841. 


To  the  Directors  of  the  Penitentiary: 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  the  results  of  a 
survey  recently  made  by  Mr.  L.  Ransom  and  myself,  for  a  railroad 
route  to  connect  the  Penitentiary  with  the  Sullivant  and  Renick  lime¬ 
stone  quarries,  bordering  on  the  Scioto  river.  This  survey  was  in¬ 
stituted  at  your  request;  and,  with  the  accompanying  map,  profiles, 
and  estimate,  herewith  presented,  I  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following 
report: 

The  chief  object  contemplated  to  be  attained  by  the  proposed  work, 
being  to  furnish  the  Penitentiary  with  a  permanent  and  expeditious 
means  of  transporting  stone  for  building,  and  other  purposes,  and 
firewood,  (no  inconsiderable  item  in  the  economy  of  that  institution,) 
renders  it  one  essentially  of  a  public  character,  and  of  general  utility 
to  the  citizens  of  the  State,  and  strongly  commends  itself  to  the  early 
and  favorable  attention  of  the  Legislature. 

Let  this  road  be  constructed,  and  within  a  year  from  its  completion, 
the  various  departments  of  business  and  trade  now  enjoyed  by  this 
institution  will  be  doubled;  her  resources  increased;  and  the  “hue 
and  cry”  of  “prison  monopoly”  forever  hushed. 

The  survey  was  commenced  at  the  CL  W.  corner  of  the  prison 
wall,  and  was  first  directed  to  Renick’s  quarry,  crossing  the  Whet¬ 
stone  near  Mrs.  Hunter’s.  A  point  some  distance  south  of  this  cross¬ 
ing,  eligible  for  a  bridge  site,  had  been  previously  selected,  but  owing 
to  a  misapprehension  when  leaving  the  prison,  a  much  greater  de¬ 
flection  to  the  north  was  made  than  was  intended,  which  will  account 
for  the  direction  of  the  red  line,  east  of  the  creek,  as  exhibited  on 
the  map.  In  locating,  definitely,  a  line  of  railroad,  should  the  Ren¬ 
ick  quarry  be  selected,  the  route  would  coincide  very  nearly  with  the 
black,  broken  line  A.  B.,  passing  to  the  south  of  Mrs.  Hunter’s. 
This  change  materially  shortens  the  extent  of  road,  and  places  it  on 
much  more  favorable  ground;  diminishes  the  prime  cost  of  construc¬ 
tion,  ana  the  perpetual  cost  of  transportation  and  repairs.  After 
crossing  the  Whetstone,  the  line  runs  nearly'  due  west,  and  enters  the 
small  valley  or  depression  south  of  the  old  poor  house;  thence,  in  a 
direction  generally  parallel  to  the  Scioto  river,  it  strikes  the  river 
road  in  front  of  Mr.  Sperry’s  about  three  miles  from  the  Peniten¬ 
tiary.  At  this  point  the  line  is  within  a  few  hundred  feet  of  the 
river,  and  where  may  be  said  to  commence  a  limestone  quarry,  ex¬ 
tending  to,  and  terminating  near  Renick’s  mill,  five  and  one  fourth 
miles  from  Columbus. 


The  question  might  here  occur — why  not  take  the  more  direct 
route,  leading  north  of  the  poor  house  to  Renick’s  quarry?  In  reply, 
I  would  briefly  remark,  that  such  a  route  might  be  constructed,  but 
it  would  induce  much  steeper  grades  than  are  deemed  advisable,  in¬ 
volve  a  much  heavier  expense  in  the  original  outlay — greater  than 
by  the  proposed  course — and  lead  to  but  one  quarry;  while,  by  the 
line  as  delineated,  a  succession  of  almost  inexhaustible  quarries  of  as 
fine  building  stone  as  can  be  found  in  the  state,  are  skirted  for  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  nearly  two  miles,  with  easy  grades,  which  conform  very 
closely  to  the  natural  surface  of  the  ground,  and  are  peculiarly  adapt- 
ted  to  the  motive  power  (horse)  contemplated  to  be  used. 

On  the  Sullivant  route,  the  line  was  run  as  direct  as  the  general 
contour  of  the  ground  would  admit.  It  diverges  from  the  same  point 
at  the  Penitentiary,  as  on  the  Renick  route;  crosses  the  Scioto  river 
near  the  mouth  of  the  Whetstone;  thence  near  the  old  church,  north 
of  Franklinton,  in  a  due  west  course;  whence,  at  a  distance  of  two 
and  one  half  miles  from  the  prison,  it  enters  the  quarry,  north 
of  Mr.  Sullivant’s  house.  In  the  location  of  this  line,  a  slight  change 
would  be  made  in  crossing  the  river,  as  denoted  by  tbe  broken  line 
C.  D.  ,  in  order  to  establish  the  bridge  at  right  angles  with  the  stream, 
and  thus  diminish  the  cost  of  bridging,  both  in  masonry  and  super¬ 
structure,  which  items  now  constitute  nearly  one  half  of  the  expense 
of  grading  on  this  route. 

It  has  been  suggested,  that  this  line  should  be  traced  from  the 
quarry,  as  exhibited  on  the  map,  to  the  village  of  Franklinton,  and 
thence  down  the  river  to  a  point  opposite  the  prison,  and  across  to  a 
small  island;  from  thence  to  the  prison.  Should  it  be  deemed  neces¬ 
sary,  the  road  may  be  constructed  on  trestles.  In  addition  to  this 
change  of  location,  it  is  proposed  to  increase  the  grades  so  as  to  more 
closely  approximate  to  the  natural  surface  of  the  ground.  This 
change  would  unquestionably  greatly  reduce  the  cost  of  road  form¬ 
ation,  and  induce  grades  not  incompatible  for  railroad  purposes;  but 
from  information  derived  lrom  the  warden,  Col.  Van  Hook,  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  facilities  afforded  on  the  above  island,  as  a  depot  for  stone, 
or  work-shop  for  the  convicts,  and  the  fact  that  a  large  portion  of  this 
route  is  subject  to  the  inundations  of  the  Scioto  river,  varying  from 
one  to  three  feet  in  depth,  I  do  not  feel  authorized  to  recommend  such 
change  in  either  the  location  or  grades.  The  grades,  as  now  estab¬ 
lished  and  shown  on  the  profile,  place  the  surface  of  the  railroad 
about  two  feet  above  high  water  mark,  as  nearly  as  could  be  ascer¬ 
tained,  and  when  the  necessary  culverts  are  introduced,  the  road  bed 
would  be  effectually  protected  against  any  freshet  that  might  occur. 

It  may  be  proper  here  to  add,  that  the  elevation  of  the  ground  at 
either  quarry,  above  mentioned,  is  such,  that  the  road  may  be  graded 
with  a.  regular  descent  to  the  Penitentiary;  but  in  both  cases,  it  would 
greatly  enhance  the  cost  of  construction,  and  be  of  questionable 
economy. 

With  regard  to  the  quality  of  the  stone  from  these  quarries,  I 
would  respectfully  refer  you  to  Col.  Van  llook,  in  whose  knowledge 
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and  experience,  on  this  subject,  I  have  the  fullest  confidence,  and 
whose  decision,  I  have  no  doubt,  will  be  perfectly  fair  and  impartial, 
and  afford  the  safest  criterion  for  your  action. 

The  supply  of  stone  at  either  quarry,  appears  to  be  inexhaustible, 
and  presents  itself  in  such  shapes,  that  it  may  readily  be  obtained  of 
almost  any  size  or  pattern;  and,  as  this  stone,  for  edifices,  public 
works,  flagging  and  curb-stones,  in  fact  for  any  purpose  for  which 
fiat,  hewn,  or  cut  stone  can  be  required,  can,  upon  the  completion  of 
the  railroad,  be  delivered  at  the  head  of  the  feeder,  in  this  city,  much 
cheaper  than  any  other  building  stone  now  in  use,,  there  appears  to 
be  no  practicable  limit  to  the  business  that  may  b&  done  in  this  article 
alone.
